1 coufess that when 
speculating oo the causes which led to the 
disastroug retregfessiva of the pnst; F am 
puzzled to account fur the loug coutinuance 
of a poli ical system, to which is tracenble so 
much womixed evl—a system containing 
withia itgesf such active etearents of ruin, 
which when considered in the absiract, might 
bave been expected to put an end to its exist- 
ence much suuner. Nor indeed is this all. It 
will be the duty of future legislators, in 
their post morfem examiuation of tbe late 

| goverument to fearle-sly probe the complicat- 
ed disorders which paved a way -for-ite fiual 
dissolution. 

It ia not probable that any modera English 
community bas suffered politicai ills so pati- 
ently as the people of Britian Columbia. Tue 
amuunt of maladmiuistration, aod the extra- 
ordinary owture of ofticlal aggrandimement is 
perfectly astouudi..g. Amored epl.rab.e collecs 
tion of despotic follres can hardly be imagwet, 
We lmve seen public servants votiug their 
own salaries, fixing their own pensions, 
defying public opmiun, and pursuiwg. with 
siudied malevolence, the popurar representu- 
tves. We have seen mere ndvenurer-, 
ewployedins envoys entrusted with important 
g ule secrets--advertarers Who are uuverenl y 
execrated, Whom the people have never (rusk d 
nod have loug suapected—creaiures who are 
to British Columuans what the bateful 
Cyaudiaus were to the Vacient Romans dny, 
to cuown this bumiliating diama, a perverse 
and apparently Beasetess Superior authority, 
receive buem with fulsome. Satiery, and ap- 
plias® and pteferment fs Miowered upon 
their heads in proportion to the mischiel 
that they have dune, 

The singularly baneful and distinctive 
nature of these «Veuls, is pregnant with 

pateuction and waruing, and affurds lo every 
refl-cting mind nawerous and important hs- 

lgons. The time appeats apptopriate tor 
turning such Iessuns to accouut by improve- 
ments at Once expedient, practical, aud 
decisive; butthey realize only halt the danger 
which these eveuts indicate, who see in them 
only official weurpation ou the one band, auc 
deterwiued opposition dn the etber.. The 
lesson which these events teach us is, 
that gross legislation and extrene 
ag'tation are inseperably conuected 
—that each ie thie bloud relation of the other. 
Nay more, the danger indicated is to be 
wpprebended by placing great powers iw the 
bands of our governors without being secured 
by immediate not reatote, certain not dubious 
const tutional Jaws that thoge power shail uot 
be abused. we 

It will hardly be disputed by men of can- 
donr aud éxperience that there are certain 
requisites indigpevend'y mecessary - 10 the 
secarity add ency of atljust yovermments 
the most important of which J believe to be, 
freedom and security aguinst wrong. Now | 
think you will readily admit that ‘must 
civitized »governmen:s have suceceded preity 
well in secuting the pedplé dysinst * wrong 
from each other; but.te secure them by laws 
against wrong from the government itself, is 
a pruyiem of a far more difficult sort, which 
few nations since the co umencement of gov- 
ernmen'é buvé attempted to rolwe. But ac is 
a problem upon the solution o! which depenas 
the freedom and security of every existing 
nation against oppression and peculation,and 
which from its importance commends itse-f to 
the upxious and impartial consideration ofall 
men who are desirous of reudering pesmunent 
service tv mankind 

Tuat it is not the bnsicess of those who 
vovern to conipél public opision to follow 
them. but that it 18 therr duty to follow pub- 
lic opivion, is a canon of my political cred. 
Unf. rtunately the pracice of thuse who bave 
governed this colony, has been, voth by 
precept and example to think differentiy, bat 
the day is not far distant when the predictions 
of the udvocates of justice and of re»son eball 
b- verified,—when toe @ just and barvarous 

aws which disfranchise1 so-many intelligent 
4 a worthy cizeus sball exist only aa evi- 
dence of the bigotry, and sordid ignor.nce 
of those froti whom thry emanated,—when 
the promising future proclaims the results of 
Confederation, the promotion of alts and 
science, the diffusion’ of useful truth, of 
education, of civil and religious liberty. 

I earnestly trust thet with the advantages 
afforded by Conf-deration and Responsib-e 
Guverument our popular representetiges may 
-o far ignore lveal issues as to raithivly aod 
permanently ‘reform the bad  Irgisla- 
tiow of the past, and by a comprebensive aod 
iveral policy, inaugurate @ sew eraio our 
political bistory and insure the prosperity aod 
vappiness of all.
